PROVISIONS AS TO SAFETY 
18A . ( 1 ) in every plantation , effective arrangements shall be 
made by the employer to provide for the safety of workers in con 

nection with the use , handling , storage and transport of insecticides, 
chemicals and toxic substances. 


(2 ) The Central Government may , by notification in the Omcial 
Gazette , prohibit , restrict or regulate the employment of women or 
adolescents for using or handling such hazardous chemical in a 
plantation in such manner and subject to such conditions and limi 
tations as may be specified in that notifcation . 


( 3 ) The employer shall appoint persons possessing the prescribed 
qualifications to supervise the use , handling, storage and transporta 
tion of insecticides, chemicals and toxic substances in his plantation . 


(4 ) Every employer shall ensure that every worker in a plan 
lation employed in handling , mixing , blending and applying Insecti 
cides, chemicals and toxic substances, 


( a ) on his first employment, is trained thoroughly in the 
hazards involved in different operations in which he is engaged , 
the various safety measures and safe work practices to be adopted 
in emergencies arising from spillage of such insecticides, chemi 
cals and toxic substances and such other matters as may be 
prescribed hy the State Government;

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Plantations Labour Act, 1951 provides for the welfare of plan . 
lation labour and regulates their conditions of work . It has been in force 
since April , 1954 and is administered by the State Government. 


2. The Planlalions Labor Act . * 951 roes 10 : contain any prover 
specifically dealing with safety of workers. Similarly , there is no pro 
vision covering occupational health problems. One of the major pro 
blems of safety and health in plantations arises out of the risks associaced 
with the growing use of agro -chemicals , especially insecticides , and 
herbicides. As present, the Act and the rules formed , thereunder have 
no provisions for safety precautions to be taken for the storages , utilisa 
tion and handling of such agro - chemicals. It is , therefore, considered 
necessary to amend the Act to provide speciiically for safeguards to be 
adopted in the use and handling of such substances . 


3. Il is also necessary to amend the Act to enable the Central Gover 
ment to prohibit, restrict or regulate employment of women and adoles 
cents for using or handling hazardous chemicals in plantations, Such a 
provision will ensure uniformity of rules in this regard in plantations in 
the country . 


4. Employment of children below the age of 12 years was earlier ban 
ned under section 24 of the Plantations Labour Act, 1951. This provision 
was , however, deleted by the Child Labour ( Prohibition and Regulation ) 
Act, 1986 as the employment in a plantation was not considered hazard 
ous. The matter was further examined in consultation with the State 
Governments and it was felt that employment of child labour in planta 
tions might encourage a large-scale induction of such labour . It is , there 
fore, considered necessary to amend the Act to prohibit empolyment of 
children below 14 years in plantations , 


5 . It has been felt that in order to ensure better implementation of 
welfare provisions under the Act, specific targets should be fixed for 
provision of certain facilities and that penalties for non - compliance of 
such provisions should be made more stringent. It has also been con 
sidered necessary that the Act should be amended to make provisions 
relaung to the liability of an employer in regard to the workmen em 
ployed by a contractor engaged for the execution of work by such em 
ployer . This Act should also be suitably amended to modify the defi 
nition of " family " and " employer " to make such definition more elastic 
and also to strengthen the inspectorates to make implementation of the 
Act more effective . 


6 . The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects .

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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 


Clause 9 of the Bill seeks to insert a new Chapter IVA containing pro 
visions dealing with safety of workers . This clause seeks to insert a 
new section 18A which empowers the Central Government to specify 
the manner in which and the conditions and limitations subject to which 
women or adolescents may be employed for using or handling any 
hazardous chemical in a plantation . This clause also seeks to insert a 
new section 18B which empowers the State Government to make rules 
for carrying out other provisions of the said Chapter. The matiers in 
respect of which rules may be made , inter alia , relate to the qualifications 
of supervisors, training of workers, medical examination of workers slavi 
exhibition of precautionary notices . 


2 . Clause 25 of the Bill seeks to amend section 43 of the Act dealing 
with the general power to make rules . A new clause empowering the 
State Government to make rules regarding the manner in which a me 
morandium relating to settlement of compensation shall be registered by 
the employer with the Commissioner has been inserted in sub -section 
( 2 ) . Sub -section ( 3 ) has been substituted with a new sub- section 
providing for laying of the rules, so framed , before the State Legisla 
ture . 


3 . The matters in respect of which rules may be made under the 
aforesaid provisions are matters of procedure and administrative detail , 
The delegation of legislative power is , therefore, of a normal character.
